are being called to help the British 
arm s in F rance and th a t the British 
arm y is to be im m ediately reinforced. 
T he only 
consolation 
offered the 
B ritish public was the testim ony from 
Field M arshal Sir Jo hn French th at in 
the heavy fighting ag ain st trem endous 
odds the British troops, who suffered 
severely, bore them selves w ith con­ 
spicuous bravery. 
It alread y is realized th a t th e te rri­ 
ble struggle is only at its beginning 
and that the G erm an plan of cam ­ 
paign, openly revealed to Sir W illiam 
E dw ard Goschen, then B rutish am b as­ 
sador to Germany, by Gottlieb von 
Jagow , 
the

shown by the official p aper published, 
namely, to

stro n g est blow a t F ra n c e regardless 
of any 
hindrance, and 
then, 
when 
F ran c e is a t G erm any’s feet, for Ger­ 
m any to tu rn h er attention to the R us­ 
sian attack , is being carried through 
ruthlessly.

T he offensive strategy of th* **,;5s 
is abandoned. 
The G erm an arm y in 
vastly superior num bers has imposed

Little can be gathered from either 
B ritish or French official, accounts of 
th e g reat battles of th e p ast week. In 
fact, m ore is learned from w hat is 
om itted th an from w hat is stated. T he 
only thing that is clea r is th a t the 
allies are fighting on the defensive 
upon ever receding lines, while it is 
becom ing increasingly clear th a t the 
desire to m ake a brilliant coup in Al- 
sace-Ixirraine 
was 
a weak 
spot in 
strategy. 
On th e side of the allies, whose ef­ 
forts 
are devoted 
to gaining 
tim e 
w hile the R ussian hosts overrun P ru s­ 
sia, however, is th e fact th a t their 
arm ies are still in being and th a t 
G erm any m ay run som e dang er from 
iheir ever lengthening lines of com­ 
munication.

E m peror 
W illiam has ordered the mobilization 
of the last reserves to protect com­ 
m unications and occupy Belgium so 
th a t the troops now engaged in this 
work may be released to go to the 
front, w here th ey are badly needed 
to replace G erm any’s heavy losses in 
killed and wounded. 
T he work of provisioning and sup­ 
plying the G erm an arm ies is greatly 
facilitated by the G erm ans being able 
to draw on Belgium for supplies. 
On the eastern battlefield the war 
new s continues favorable to the allies. 
The R ussians continue to advance in 
E ast P russia and Poland, neither the 
G erm an nor the A ustrian forces ap­ 
parently 
being 
able 
to 
w ithstand 
them.

FRENCH LOSSES ARE HEAVY 
London, Aug. 29.— T he w ar inform a­ 
tion bureau announces the following: 
“The 
Belgian m inister of foreign 
affairs reports th a t on Tuesday a Ger­ 
m an arm y corps, after receiving a 
check, w ithdrew in 
disorder 
to the 
city of Louvain. 
“T he G erm ans on guard at the en­ 
trance of the city, m istaking the n a­ 
tu re of this incursion, fired upon their 
countrym en whom they thought were 
Belgians. 
“In spite of all the denials from the 
authorities, the Germ ans, in order to 
cover th e ir m istake, pretended th at it 
was the in habitan ts who had fired on 
them , w hereas, 
the inhabitants, 
in­ 
cluding th e police, all had been dis­ 
arm ed m ore than a week before. 
“W ithout Inquiry and w ithout listen­ 
ing to any protest the G erm an com ­ 
m an d er 
announced 
th at 
the 
town 
would be destroyed im m ediately. The 
in h ab itan ts were 
ordered 
to 
leave 
th eir dwellings and some w ere m ade 
prisoners. 
The women and children 
w ere placed on trains, the destination 
of w hich are not known, and soldiers 
furnished with bombs set fire to all 
p arts 
of 
the 
city. 
The 
splendid 
C hurch of St. Peter, the university 
buildings, the library and scientific 
establishm ents w ere delivered to the 
flames. 
“S everal notable citizens were shot. 
T he city, which had a p o p u la tio n of 
45,000 and was the intellectual m etro p­ 
olis of the low countries, is now n o th ­ 
ing more than a heap of ash e s.”

“I have made fairs and land shows 
with a Minnesota exhibit a number 
of times in the past,” said Fred D.

show. 
Drought has hit this country hard the 
last two years and many renters who 
are paying $8 to $10 per acre cash 
rent, or giving half of the crop, are 
discouraged and ready to hunt a new 
location.
